the Jews to act the part which they bave arte, 
The Jew iw this country isa peaceable and useful 
erizen, because he has never been here oppressed 
by our government. But against every monarchy of 
Furope he has charged a heavy seore 
Aud when the day of reckoning come stir 
arches, it will be strange if the Jew does not file 
his accounts, We are then, in these events, witr 
ing such a retribution as was every way to have 
expected, 

But if Jewish hands have mingled in promoting 
these political earthquakes, if Jewish talent has been 
0 potent in those Issues of the press, that have pre 
pared the public mind for them, and Jewish wealth 
has held the policies of kings and the movements of 
armies in a sort of dependency, then it may be true 
that Jews are now exerting more influence in the 
world than they dul under the reign of the most re 
nowned of ther kings. 

And if providence has now elevated that people to 
such an influence, it may be with reference to some 
greater events, in which they are to bear a part. The 
separate existence of that nation, mingled among al 
nations yet emalgamated with none, i a standing

posite elements. Though himself a member of the 
State Church, he has produced in this history, with- 
Out seeming to have intended it, an exposure of the 
errors and abuses of that church, adapted to an effeet 
on the popular mind, hardly inferior to that of the 
famous book which Mr. Noel has written with thar 
express design.
